MORE SAVINGS 
CUT SALARIES 
AT ARLINGTON 


All Officers Reappointed 
At a Reduction of IO 
Per Cent in Salary 


They are still looking for ways 
to cut municipal expense a t A rling­ 
ton Height". When Mayor Flentie 
made his appointm ents Monday ev­ 
ening they were contingent upon a 
ten per cent salary cut all along 
the line from the village treasurer 
to night policeman. This will mean 
an additional saving to the village 
of $1,500 for the year. 
The 
appointm ents 
were 
only 
made for thirty days as the mayor 
is going to insist th at the village 
live within its income. 
riffie police 
departm ent is at present costing 
the village over $300 in salaries 
every month. Three years ago the 
business license receipts were a 
great aid in paying for this protec­ 
tion. 
At the present time the re­ 
ceipt of such licenses are small and 
it has nearly reached a point where 
extra income m ust be found to help 
carry along the police departm ent, 
or th at departm ent will have to be 
curtailed. 
The village board will 
discuss the m atter with the business 
men this Thursday evening.

The road to the 
championship was no easy one for 
Rose, for night after night she and 
her teacher went over long lists of 
hard words But the new champion 
says that it is worth all the effort 
when you win out. 
One fine char­ 
acteristic about Rose, according to 
her teacher, Mrs. Elvina Brandt, is

Geyer in Talk Over WLS 
Monday, Says Pure Milk 
Members Oppose Strike 


Because of “strike” rumors in 
certain sections of the Chicago milk 
shed, Don Geyer, manager of the 
Pure Milk Association, 
addressed 
the 18,000 members of his organ** 
ization over WLS 
radio 
station 
Monday noon, May I, and spiked 
the possibility of organized dairy 
farmers of this section taking any 
such destructive action at this time. 
“Through the 17 members of the 
Board of Directors of 
the Pure 
Milk Association, frequent country 
meetings, letters and ’phone calls, 
I believe we are thoroughly famil­ 
iar with the sentiment of members 
ut the Pure Milk Association. 
I 
stated in January and 
February 
that our prices would be put up at 
the first possible opportunity. Prior 
to March I, all local officers were 
called to Chicago. 
At that time a 
strike was thoroughly discussed by 
the 300 leaders present with prac­ 
tically an unanimous vote against 
it. 
That includes the 
vote from 
McHenry county and all adjoining 
counties. 
Further, it wras an offi­ 
cial vote, the men all being duly 
elected 
representatives 
of 
the 
members,” stated Mr. Geyer in ex­ 
plaining his attitude toward the 
strike. 
“It should be clear,” Mr. 
Geyer emphatically pointed out, 
“that present price negotiations 
were started before the announce­ 
ment of the recent Woodstock meet­ 
ings, and are in line writh the care­ 
fully worked out program of the 
Pure Milk Association.” 
Mr. Geyer then reviewed some 
of the events that have brought 
about the rumor of a milk strike 
in this area. 
A 
long 
series of 
meetings have been 
held in and 
around Woodstock 
during recent 
wTeeks, started first by farmers who 
do not market their milk in Chica­ 
go and later caried on w'ith the aid 
of dissatisfied 
members 
of 
the 
Pure Milk Association in that ter­ 
ritory. Frequent negotiations have 
been held, according 
to reports, 
with the tingler group from north-* 
em Wisconsin. 
c * 
“The development 
in Northern 
Illinois is purely one which has for 
its object, control of the sale of 
milk in the Chicago milk shed. Its 
leaders are looking for trouble and 
are hoping, through the develop­ 
ment of this strike to gain that 
control,” .declared Mr. Geyer. “If 
' there is a strike in 
the Chicago 
milk shed, it will be a Pure Milk 
Association strike and only after a 
laige majority 
of representatives 
ol members vote for it. 
We don’t 
need northern Wisconsin farmers 
^ 
to develop a strike in this territory, 
nor do we need the kind 


& 
ership that would sell out the Chi­ 
cago milk shed to northern Wis­ 
consin.” 
There has been keen competition 
for the Chicago market for years 
and one of the best w’ays to close up 
the milk plants in this 
territory 
would be for farmers in the Chica­ 
go milk shed to follow the leader­ 
ship of the Singler group, is the 
opinion of farm leaders who are 
genuinely interested 
in the milk 
producers of the Chicago shed. 
Sounding 
a cautious 
warning, 
Mr. Geyer, closed his radio address 
with the following plea: “I would 
say to you 18,000 farm member^ 
that your Association and your of­ 
ficials are on the job every minute 
doing everything legally possible 
consistent with good business and 
good judgment to bring relief in 
the way of prices as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
Do not be stampeded by a 
w'ould-be leadership so weak that 
they need to hitch themselves to 
the Holiday movement in northern 
and central Wisconsin, where prices 
at butter and 
cheese 
factories 
have been from 50c 
to 80c 
per 
cwt.” 
* 
Mr. Geyer has just 
returned 
from Washington, D, C., where he 
conferred with other national milk 
leaders from various states. In 
none of those states is there any 
sentiment toward a strike by or­ 
ganized milk producers, he reports. 
He also interviewed, while in Wash­ 
ington, Secretary 
of Agriculture 
Wallace, the probable Administrat­ 
or for milk and milk products, un­ 
der the new Farm Relief Act, and 
the probable Administrator for the 
whole bill under the secretary 
Conferences such as these put Mr 
Geyer in a position that should weli 
qualify him to speak with author­ 
ity on the outlook for the dairy in­ 
dustry.
